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BEING OURSELVES. 


Being ourselves, just ourselves, with 
no one's borrowed plumes to set us 
off and no one’s mimicked graces to 
discount our personalities is one of the 
greatest charms of the individual, and 
yet for some reason it is one of the 
least appreciated if not actually ignor­ 
ed. Originality 
in any 
form has a 
freshness and a compelling power that 
distinguishes its posessor from those 
about him, yet there are comparative­ 
ly few persons who make the effort to 
cultivate 
what originality they may 
have. 
It seems easier for the majority 
of men to imitate others than to em­ 
phasize their own individuality. Both 
in business and in social life the line 
of least resistance is generally the one 
seized upon and it is just here 
that 
foundations are laid for failure and 
unhappiness. 
We say that we do not 
like to walk in paths already trodden 
smooth by those who have gone ahead, 
yet unless we make up our minds to 
blaze our own trails, be they ever so 
narrow and 
insignificant, 
we shall 
scarcely be able to do less than follow 
in the beaten ruts. Parhaps if in early 
life we determined to be ourselves and 
no one else we would not be forced to 
follow in the lead of others, hemmed 
in by forces whose strength we dare 
not reckon with, yet discontented and 
embittered by our lot. 
The man 
who 
leads 
is the man 
whose praises are sung and whose ex­ 
ample is imitated, and while to such 
a person such imitation may be the 
sincerest form of flattery, yet to those 
who render him this homage it is in 
many cases but an admission of their 
own weakness. 
If one 
man 
can do 
something that commands the respect 
and admiration of those about him, 
surely a similar feat may at least be 
attempted by someone else, perhaps 
not in just the same form nor with the 
same result, but with equally satisfy­ 
ing effect. The man 
who dares for 
himself in fields of his own choice, 
with the memory of another’s success 
to cheer him on stands a good chance 
of being himself alone without the 
reproach of trying to be someone else 
iii effect. 
But when it comes to a per­ 
son trying to imitate others simply be­ 
cause he lacks the ability to make a 
good impression the imitation resolves 
itself into a ridiculous 
performance. 
Yet we see about us day after day men 
and women who try to ape others both 
in grace of manner, 
“brilliancy” of 
conversation, taste in dress and other 
outward signs of natural charm and 
who believe they 
are 
blinding their 
little public and “putting one over.” 
Such a belief is of course absurd, and 
while the honest appreciation of an­ 
other person’s mental 
and 
physical 
graces is by no means to be despised 
yet it is better far for a man to be con­ 
tent to be himself on all occasions. He 
is fooling no one then, least of all him­ 
self, and by honest effort he is able in 
time to smooth down the rough edges 
and round out sharp corners and still 
retain his own personality. 
It is so much easier to go through 
life naturally, 
being 
ourselves only 
and not merely 
imitators 
of 
those 
whom we 
admire, 
lf we 
lack 
the 


plumes to set us off and the graces to 
make us 
charming 
it is our misfor­ 
tune, and the only remedy for such a 
condition is the sincere eft ort to make 
the most of our own good points, how­ 
ever insignificant they may be to our 
way of thinking. 
Perhaps if we cul­ 
tivate them a little, 
bring 
them out 
into the 
sunshine 
and give them a 
chance to grow they may eventually 
develop into choice blooms natural to 
ourselves, possessed only by ourselves, 
and reacting only upon ourselves. We 
come by them honestly, without flat-i 
tory, without deception, without imi­ 
tation, and because they belong to us j 
we have the right to wear them grace- j 
fully. 
Just as the w ell dressed man | 
or woman 
feels a confidence 
and a 
power 
not 
possible 
with 
shabby j 
clothes and a general 
run-down ap- j 
Bearance, so, 
too, 
do the men and ' 
women who possess natural charms of 
their own that set off their personal!- i 
ties feel a confidence and a pow er not i 
possible otherwise. 
Let us put aside ? 
the temptation 
to 
clothe 
ourselves?i 
with graces and charms that do not | 
belong to us. 
They may fit on occas- j 
ion, perhaps, but in the long run bor­ 
rowed plumes whatever their texture 
grow limp with too constant use and 
make the wearer feel unnatural if not 
actually guilty 
We have a right to 
stand on our own merits in this world; I 
it is expected of us and if we do not do 
so we only cheat ourselves of much 
that is well worth while. The inclina­ 
tion to he what we cannot lie, especi­ 
ally when the goal is not a high one; 
is pitiful and those to whom we make 
unconscious appeal in such endeavors 
are the first, as a rule, to condemn 
and ridicule. 
If we remain content to 
be ourselves, endeavoring always to 
develop the best that is in us to the 
highest degree of power and efficency 
wre shall at least have the satisfaction 
of knowing that we are not merely re­ 
flections of others but are our own 
honest selves.

ed States treasury department and the 
department of commerce.

It is stated that Europe is sending 
gold to the United States in such large 
quantities that upwards of one-third 
of the world’s total gold supply is now’ 
in this country.

that the debt of Europe to this coun­ 
try and its people is increasing at the 
rate of almost $10,000,000 a day, in­

interest payments

trade balance.
